this. Such <.:iivert are pretty much beyond the pale of 
the law unless it i& proved that they were actually re- 
sponsible for <".eath 
And yet any automobile driver 


has experienced cases alfnost similar to the above. It is 


i not an uncommon thing for a brainless driver travelling 


fifty or sixty miles an hour to speed past another car 
without warning and very frequently dart in front of the 
other car' the rear-bumper grazing the wheel of the 
slower moving car. It is not surprising that men who 
drive thus are the kind of men to speed away when 
they are the cause of an accident. 
By their actions, 


•they show their ,low menulity and inability to grasp 
The human side of life- 


Unfortunately, about the only way to control this 


species of drivers is by public opinion. Here again is a 
public duty for the plain citizen to perform. 
If the 


menace of reckless driving increases, the time will come 
when every citizen must be a traffic officer to the 
extent that he will conscientiously report to the proper 
authorities all violations which he observes. 


MOTOR TRUCK TRAFFIC. 


The problem 
of the heavy truck upon the con- 


structed highways is apparently as far irom solution, 
generally speaking, as it was when it first became 
apparent that the best of roads were directly harmed 
by the heavy truck traffic immediately after rains. 
Maintenance of roads over which heavy trucks travel is 
clearly more expensive than highways on which nearly 
all the traffic is- automobile. 


Connecticut highway authorities have planned 
a 


special road for truck from Bridgeport to the state line 
and they expect New York state to complete the road 
into New York city. This road will parallel the famous 
Boston Post road and will be used by trucks alone. As 
the Boston Post road'is traversed by about ten thousand 
vehicles daily, one-fifth of which are trucks, it is easy 
to understand why Connecticut can afford a "double 
' track" highway. 


But for the most part, duplicate highways throui,n- 


out the country are not feasible. 
The cost 'of highway 


construction has already reached its maximum in most 
states and the tendency is to lessen, or at least stabilize, 
expenditures for highway construction and maintenance. 
The old problem thus recurrs. Shall trucks b« limited 
in c^irgo or shall they pay a heavy toll which shall be 
used for road maintenance? Whether roads are dirt or 


, gravel, or -whether they are paved, the truck traffic does 


. much more harm than the iutomobil* 
traffic 
even 


•though the number of trucks are far less. 


It is not an easy problem to solve. 
Trucks are 


valuable and a modern method of transportation which 
we can not well give up. Jt will be no easy task for 
the state officials, executive or legislative, to accomplish.

She encourages their frequent 
return in order that they may be freshly imbued with 
a sense of their old nationality and that they may be 
impressed with the duty of loyalty to the land of their 
birth. 


Obviously we have nothing to fear from the activity 


of alien blocs in the immediate 1'uture; but it" this pol- 
icy is pursued for twenty or thirty years, a mere day 
as the lives,, of nations are reckoned, it will inevitably 
bear fruit that the American palate will find about as 
agreeable as an unripe persimmon. 


Racial blocs acting- in concert for the furtherance of

Basil Berkeley Aloreton has been suddenly trans- 


ferred irom the backwoods of Australia to an earldom 
in England.

less. He is now SS, and in the intervening- time he has 
worked hard for meager reward- Originally so many of 
his kin stood between him and the title that his own 
succession to it was not even considered a possibility. 
He has outlived them all. however, and Britain sees an 
humble toiler made an earl with a suddenness sugges- 
tive of story books. 


But to him the rather romantic transfer from the 


backwoods of Australia to the British nobility js less 
confusing: than the changes which have taken place in 
his absence. Rip Van AVinkle, coming down out of the 
Catskills after a twenty-year sleep, was dazed by what 
had taken place in that brief span.
